In eonelusion, I must slate that there 
appears to be nv evidence that tho existence 
of plague in theaity at the present time is 
in any way traceable to the revpening af the 
houses in which plague ocourred in 1894, or 
fo the sale of butlding msteriul in tho 
resumed area of Taipingshun. 

The evidence available leads ono to the

a FROM GOLF TO PATILE MALLE, 
The ganiv'of- pall-mall,-that gives ite 
name to. the tharoughfaro which is built on 
tho group]: where tha pastime attained its 
frroatest colobrity, is aecond, to none in 


point of fame, It was an offehaot of golf |, 


and the predecessor of croquet, which, it 
must be adinitted, haa changed: out of re- 
oguition In the cours .of its development 
from its grandparent. If one can imugine 
an intermediate stago between golf und 
croquet, one fins pall-mall ; but it most‘un- 
fortunately. heppong. that tho rulos of tho 
game 28 it waa actually played have not 
been banded down to ua. Hyon the im- 
plements of the game would have been out. 
pide modern ken but for a happy accident 
that filty yoars ago rovoaled a pair of ald 
mallota and o Ball most appropriately en- 
tombed in tho roof of a house ju Pall Mall 
itself, Tho molleta, which may be seen at 
the British Muscum, ara like those still 
used at croquet, excopt that thoy aro 
curved at tho bottom in ardor’ that 
the ball might be raised from the 
ground for one particular ‘atroke, while 
the balla sre of the samo material 
as croquet balls—namoly, boxwood—but 
smaller. Pall-mall, was played in an alley. 
holf a milo in length and carefully prepared, 
baing hollowed in the contre and perfectly 
emooth, with a low woaden bogler, Dis- 
tributed over tho ground wero iron archos, 
which varied in regard to number and posi- 
tion in tho difforont devotopmonts of tho 
game. Through theao arches the ball had 
to be driven, the object being te accomplish 
the wholo distance in the fewest possible 
number of strokes. ‘Thus tho connection 
between golf and croquot is ‘apparent. So 
far the game waa easy onough; but the 
tribulations of the player waro reserved for 
tho end of his journoy, when-he was collad 
upon to porforn: o font that demanded an 
vxtraordinary, amount of skill, by driving 
the bali through an iron ring, eallod ‘ tho 
pose,’ which was raised from tho ground 
and ausponded from a pole—a difficult 
stroke, which cortainly called for an amount 
vf adroitnoss that is beyond anything 
needed in modern games, Whnt penalty 
attached to failure in performing this ox- 
traordinary foat is only a mattor of conjec- 
ture.

Henry. This young prince had a» pretty 
wit, asis shown by the following story, 
which algo testifies to the connection be- 
twoon palt-moll and golf :—‘Tho princo 
was playing at goff, a play not, unlike to 
pall-mall, and was about te strike tho ball, 
‘whon ono standing by said to him, *' Bewaro 
you hit not Mastor Newton,” wherawith 
ho, drawing back his hand, said, ‘ Had I 
done so I had but paid my dobts.”’ In tha 
early part of the seventeenth cantury: the 
gamo was practised ja that portion of St. 4 
Jarnmes’a Fielda. which is now called Pall 
Mall. Charles II. was a froquont and 
enthusiastic player, and at his restoration, 
several houses haviag been erected on the 
old grouad, he had an avonuoin St. Jamea’s 
Park prepared asa mall, which name it still 
beara, Itis to ba observed, however, that 
the word ‘ Mal),’. which became commonly 
applied to the ground, originated from 
the mallet with which tho game was played, 
while * Patl’ took ita name from the ball. 
The numberless modifications that must 
have taken place in the process of davelop- 
ment from golf to pall-matl it is impossible 
to trace, and the mannet in which the gamo 
wan gradually transformed inté croquet 
likewise remains a mystery. Cotgrave, in 
hia Dictionary, 1632, anys : ‘ Paille Maille 
ia a gamo whorein a round box bow! ia with 
a mallut struck through,o high arch of irom, 
standing at either end of an alley, whioh ha 
that cau doia the fewest blows, or at the 
number agreed on, wins.’ Evidently: in 
this older form of the game the suspended 
ring had not beon introduced, But the 
gamo aa it was played in tha dags of its po~ 
pulerity had much to recommend it. Hyon 
‘more still was required for it than for golf, 
and it gave dotessoxercise, In these days 
when thora is a tendenéy- tomatds.a revival 
in crcquet, and golf ia of paramount int 
est, thone who appreciate variety in’ their 
exerciacs Might do worse than attempt o 
resuscitation of the once popular pastime 
that. combined some of the characteristica 
of both. —-Radminton Magazing,
